3. You may actacd the review hearing, but it is not adversarial in nature 
and neither the committee nor you will be represented by legal 
counsel. If you wish, you may be accompanied by no more than two 
other individuals if their testimony might assist the committee in 
discovering zhe troth and arriving at a correct decision. 

4. The committee will review the facts as presented, and may interview 
any persons "^hose testimony might assist them in arriving at a correct 
decision. 

5. You will receive a letter setting forth the decision of the committee. 

6. If you disagree with the decision of the committee, you may request a 
review of this decision by the National Council of the Boy Scouts of 
America. 
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
